Hotline hangman hoax: Real one died years ago 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An astronomer Fii- 
day i^epoiled the discovery of a dwarf galaxy 
nicknamed Snickers that appears to be thi'ee times 
closer to oui* Milky Way than the previously-known 
nearest galaxy. 

Dr. S. Oiristian Simonson III of the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland said the new galaxy is approach¬ 
ing the Milky Way, the galaxy of which the solar 
system is.part, in a gi'eat orbit of the type comets 
follow around the sun. 


VANCOUVER (CP) The 
Sun newspaper says that the 
_>nan who conducted the last 
e.xevutions in Onada, all 
pruir to 1963, died al least 
llirde years ago and govern¬ 
ments have not api)ointed a 
successor.

Jeao^iaude Parrol, chief 
negotiator for the^ i22,(K)0- 
member union, said: 

"We will w’ork on counter¬ 
proposals on caspals over the 
weekend. We asked fqr clarifi-- 


cation on the TX}st office fxisi-

Although sixjkcsmen for 
both sides said they are anx¬ 
ious to reach a settlement to 
the strike by the Canadian 
Union of Pastal Workers, they 
think a weekend away from 
the bargaining table will be 
beneficial.

Anticipating Franco death , 

Spain underground rising 


MADRID OJPI)-The"politi¬ 
cal underground has come 
alive in anticipation of the 
death of Gcner^issimo Fran¬ 
cisco Franco and possible re¬ 
laxation of the severe^repres- 
aion of his 36 years of rule. 

Illegal political parties and 
groups have multiplied their 
clandestine meetings, news 
conferences, and communi¬ 
ques with the assumption of 
power Thursday of an acting 
chief of state. Prince Juan 
Carlos de Borbon. 

The 37-year-old prince. 
Franco’s hand-picked choice 
as successor, does not have 
the absolute power of Franco. 

But die two major illegal 
opposition blocs* the commu¬ 
nist dominated democratic 
junta and the centi‘e-!eft dem¬ 


ocratic platform, are negotiat¬ 
ing to form a united front 
against him. 

Although the 82-year-old 
Francn has been close to 
death several times, suffering 
from a heart attaek and intes¬ 


tinal disorders, the current re¬ 
gime still does not tolerate 
real political parties other 
than banco’s national move¬ 
ment.

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The Spanish succession 


F IW WILL ENVY Prince Juan Carlos de Bor- 
bon for his position as heir-deaiKnate of General 
Francisco Franco in Spain. The prince waits with 
who-knows-what impatience to assume the respon- 
ribaities of leadeiahip — and, in this case, kingship. 
They are i-espondbilities, whidi, in the circum¬ 
stances of Spain’s political turbulence, would chal¬ 
lenge the most devoted and courageous. They could 
unnerve anyone less qualified for sei’vlce than the 
pitoce. 

But Juan Carlos, quite apart from his family 
background, has strong, recommendations for what 
promises to be an onerous, even dangerous, job. He 
has been tutored by General Franco, who, for all 
his faults, has always set his country's good as his 
nwst ardent goal—even though his policies were 
IH painful for opponents. 

In his own right, Juan Carlos is a scholar and 
still an athlete at 37. He has passed through the 
demanding courses of the navy, army and air force 
academies and holds commissions in all three ser¬ 
vices. He is a jet pilot and a judo master. He 
graduated from Madrid Urtvei-sity, having special¬ 
ly in what are considered neckties of leader¬ 
ship— economics, philosophy and the liberal aids. 
His sense of duty U probably his greatest 
— strength. 

But Juan Carlos approaches the test of his un¬ 
doubted abilities in conditions Whldh hardly pro¬ 
vide grounds for optimism. Already there is politi¬ 
cal violence and economic disarray in his country. 
And, as The Times of London has observed: 

"The tensions which in an open society are 
consideiy normal manifestations of discontent are 
considered in Spain as symptoms of frightening 


chaos. This means that the epidemic propensity for 
repression is intensified, which in turn leads to 
grater polarization.” 

That, true enough, has been the experience of 
the past. 

In any sternly dictatorial state the transfer of 
power is likely to be accompanied by fierce compe¬ 
tition. For five years after Joseph Stalin died there 
was a deadly contest before Nikita Khrushdiev 
emerged into the daylight as the undisputed leader. 

But the analcigy is not accurate. For one thing, 
Juan Carlos is not likely to be challenged—im¬ 
mediately. For another, he may surprise the world, 
but most of all his people, by showing an inclina¬ 
tion for more democratic processes than his 
predecessor. They wo«dd not have to be drastic 
changes to be dramatic in Spain’s dilemma. 

There have been signs, under Prime Minister 
Carlos Arias Navarro, of liberalization: for exam¬ 
ple, gi-antlng of the right to strike in certain cir¬ 
cumstances and of election, rather thSh appoint¬ 
ment, of mayors and town councils. 

But the demands of the Catalan nationalists 
and tlie Basques for long-sought Independence 
present the.most pressing piublems for solution by 
a new head of state. And Juan Carlos, if he ap¬ 
proaches them prudently, in a spirit of compro¬ 
mise, could make an Inunedlate and encouraging 
first impresari—all-important, in all the drcum- 
stances. 

It remains to be seen of course, whether he 
can bring the Falange, the traditionalists who gave 
General Franco his strength, to accept a more lib¬ 
eral political attitude. Or, for that matter, whether 
he himself adheres to It. 


‘Porn’ on the air 


\Y/mPPED UP by the age of pei-missiveness, 
” the public air waves get rougher by every 
televlson-vlewing hour. Not only is there increasing 
profanity and vulgarity in programming, but some 
shows are not far from pornography. It’s the “in 
thing” to leave llttie or nothing tb the imagination. 

TRke, it or leave it, the “squares” of tedevislon 
followers ai'e told; hit the switch if you don’t like it. 

This they do with a protest'A which it might 
be argued that everyone has a share in the public 
air, whether they are TV watchers or not, and are 
affect^ by the good or bad Impact on society of 
what goes out over the air. 

Who is listening though, with permissiveness 
riding high on the waves? 

Whether (AJecUons win continue to wallow in 
the trough remains to be seen. Meanwhile, an “out” 
• for anti-pei-missives is fast appi-oeching In the de¬ 
velopment of home videodisc-stereovislon. 

At least two. major TV set manufacturers, 
RCA and Philips, are expected within a year’s time 
to be marketing a record-player that can be hooked 
to any standard color television receiver to play 


“platters" Of a wide variety of pre-recorded pro- 
gi-ama that will be available for your choosing. 

It’s been in the planning process for at least 10 
years and upwaids of $200 miffion has been spent 
on research. At first videotape cassettes were in 
the vanguard of the search tor a home television 
recording system. But cassettes, proved too expen¬ 
sive for a mass market. Recording units coat from 
$1,100 to $1,500, while half-hour cassettes are 
priced at $30. Videodisc players, on the other hand, 
are expected to sell (in the United States at least) 
for between $400 and $500, and a 30-mlni(te video¬ 
disc for $2. 

In addition to high^tandard cultural enter¬ 
tainment, opera, ballet and orchestral presenta¬ 
tions of symphonic and “big band” sounds, video¬ 
discs of athletic events wlu be offered. And, of 
course, there will be full - length movies with, no 
.doubt, selections of the x-rated kind. 

And that is where they should be, confined to 
the privacy of the home, rather than the ^ead of 
their “porn” on the public air. 

It has become too polluted in other ways, as it 
it is. 


Austria’s Bruno Kreisky 


Victory for the ‘ersatz emperor’ 


Tlie election victory of tlie 
Austrian Socialists under 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky has. 
given lise to suggestions that 
Austria has now adopted the 
■'Swedish jpodel" — democra¬ 
cy under Social' Democratic 
leaderahlp uninterrupted tor a 
whole generation. 

In actual figures the Social¬ 
ist vlcfoiy mei-ely maintains 
the status quo. The new Par- 
Uament. like the Old one elect¬ 
ed In 1971, consists of 93 So¬ 
cialists. 80 members of the 
coasenative Austrian Peo¬ 
ple's Party and 10 members 
of the Freedom Party. What 
gives the repetition weight is 
that it does not result from 
aversion to change in small 
single-member constituencies. 
Austria has a complicated 
system of prriportional repre¬ 
sentation which tlu8 time 
bivught about a shift of four 
seats from Vienna and East¬ 
ern Austria to the traditional¬ 
ly more conaervativc West. 

♦ * * 

Furthermore, Austria is tra¬ 
ditionally the country of the 
‘^eat coalition” between the 
Peopte^s Party and Socialists. 
That It has now for the third 
time elected a single-party So¬ 
cialist government (after hav¬ 
ing had a Peiple’s Party gov¬ 
ernment fr!>m 1966 to 1970) 
has caused surprise. 

The Peofile’s Party suffered 
a sliock when its leader, Karl 
.^chieinzer, was killed in a 
motor accident in Jqly, after 
the election campaign had 
begun. Josef Taus, the bright 
^'oung banker manager cho¬ 
sen to succeed him as party 
leader, did very virell at first, 
as shown by public opinion 
polls. But he made the mis¬ 
take of ccmtinuously tbrecast-

ing ccimomic disaster, while 
at Ute same time }4xiposing 
an all-party coalition govern¬ 
ment. His fate is now com¬ 
pared to that of the bringer of 
bad tidings In ancient trage¬ 
dy. who is executed for the 
news he brings. 

In fact, the eccoonric posi¬ 
tion of Austria Is stlU relative¬ 
ly good compared to that of 
most Eunji>ean countries. In¬ 
flation .Is under 10 per cent 
and while some factoid have 
closed, there Is still no mass 
unemployment. The Austrian 
voters prefer to be jolly while 
the sun is stUI shining. 

■k * * 

Still, Krcisk*y himself has 
issued repeated warnings that 
harder times may be coming. 
His personal |K>pulahty as a 
father ti^nirc. is great. 
Kreisky has recently begun to 
play up his Jewjsh descent, 
since he has discovered it 
helps give him a kind of nos¬ 
talgic image of the prosperous 
and cosmoooiitan Jewish in¬ 
dustrialists of the old Austro- 
Hungarian * monarchy. That 
helps him with “floating 
voters.’* 

The former Hahsburg pre¬ 
tender to the Aikstrian Arone, 
Otto von Habsburg, flew to 
Innsbruck from his Bavarian 
home to vote on eleetkm day 
and. while saying ho^v lie 
would vote, tipped Kreisky to 
. remain in office. Olio hinted 
that Austrians, ha\ing no em¬ 
peror, .considered Kreisky as 
a sort of ersatz-kaiser. 

Immediately after the elec¬ 
tion it became clear Kreisky 
had had a lucky esicape from 
scandal. Simon Wiesenthal. 
the Jewish Nazi-huntcr kncAvn 


as the “man w'ho found Eich- 
mann.” came out at a press 
conference in Vienna with a 
revelation that Freidrich 
Peter, the leader ef ^e Free¬ 
dom Party, was Bn ^ficer in 
an SS brigade which had 
taken part in mass exeoutlom 
of Russians and Jef^ In w^- 
time Russia. 

Peter replied that it was 
well known that he was (at 
the age of 21) an officer in the 
SS brigade mentioned but that 
he had never taken part in 
any executions. The FVeedom 
Party, in spite of Its near- 
Nazi origins and its many e.x- 
Nazl members, has during 
the last few years increas¬ 
ingly taken on many features 
of a liberal “Third Party.” 

It is well known that 
Kreisky had intended to foim 
a “small coalition” on the 
model of the Bonn regiine 
with the Freedom Party if he 
failed to gain an overall ma¬ 
jority. Many of his Socialist 
su^^rters, particularly many 
of those who had suffered 
under the Nazis, woidd have 
preferred a “grand coalition” 
with the People’s Party in 
such an event. It is therefore 
rightly assumed that the Wie¬ 
senthal revelations were real¬ 
ly a time bomb aimed to ex- 
f)lode after the elections - in 
Kreisky’s face.

.\s Kreisky got his overall 
majority and is retaining Ms 
present government the "time 
bomb*’ exploded wittiout 
much effect.

What about pensions?

In the propaganda w ar be- 
tween the government and op¬ 
ponents in its new anti-infla- 
tiem measures, little is being 
said about pensions. Yet this 
is one of the most important 
“frtn^ benefits” invedved in 
the sWjBgle. A person retiring 
with a $500 a month pension 
might feel that he had made 
adequate provision for his 
goldim years. Yet at present 
rates of Inflation that $500 a 
month would have its pur¬ 
chasing power cut in half in 
less than five years. 

With people living longer 
and retirii^ earlier, the 
human and social conse¬ 
quences of this kind of grand 
larceny are enormous. Cov- 
emmenft wcadd have to make 
up the difference to keep pe-- 
sioners away from the bread¬ 
line. lliet is hardly okl age 
with dignity.

Not only is the economy in 
a mess — and dUs affects me 
value of pensions — but the 
pension system Itself is 
chaotic. Some lucky people 
actually get as many as four 
pensions. Someone retired 
from the armed forces or the 
RCMP. for example, may go 
to woric for a private com¬ 
pany that has a good pension 
plan. He win receive me old- 
age pension and Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan in addition. The 
total, in many cases, is very 
generous — at least before 
inflation. 

I Other people, because of the 
luck of the draw, may have to 
rely on the old-age pension 
and Canada Pension Plan ex- 
clustveiy. They may ha^•e 
been working for a company 
without a pension plan. Or 
they might have been fired or 
quit in disgust before qualify¬ 
ing. •

The minister of national 
heaim and welfare, Marc La- 
londe, has a group reviewing 
the private sector pensions. 
The private plans, he says, 
are regarded as a third tier in 
the government’s three-tier 
approach to retirement. In an

It is possible for a retired mil¬ 
itary officer to withdraw all 
his payments in a lump sum. 

He cam subsequently elect to 
re-purchase his pension time 
wim money borrowed from 
me government (taxpayers) 
at 4 per cent That htUe bit of 
homswoggiing is preVy nice 
work if you can get it.

This idea raises firofound 
policy considerations. Would 
the plan be a pay-as-you-go 
system where money ia col¬ 
lected in taxes the same year 
that It is paid out in benefits? 

If so. tax rates would soar as 
pensions soared. Mr. Lalonde 
has speouAated that the 75 per 
cent benefit at age 60 plan 
pr o posed by the C^anadian 
Labor C^ongresi could result 
in a 30 per cent tax on all 
payrolb. 

Added to me fantastically 
high taxes, would be me end 
of hope for Canadian industri¬ 
al autonomy. We wouldn’t 
have me savings necessary to 
build our nuclear power 
plants, develop the oil tar- 
sands or update our transpor¬ 
tation system. And if we at¬ 
tempted to go ahead anyway, 
and borrowed the money 
outside (Canada, we would 
wind ix> hopelessly in debt — 
our heritage in ho^.

If the plan was funded, on 
tfie other hand, i.e. oontiibu- 
tions invested and me interest 
used to pay me pensions, me 
concentration of savings and 
consequently power in govern¬ 
ment would be incalculable — 
enough to shai>e the future pf 
me cxmntry. Inevitably, if me 
money was channeled into 
investments sponsored or 
guaranteed by provincial and- 
federal governments, it would 
be a giant leap in me direc¬ 
tion of state caf^talism.

CAMP PENDLETON. Cal. 
— Upwards of 23,000 Vietnam¬ 
ese and Cambodians are sUli 
waiting in U.S. refugee 
camps, and they haN'e one 
deep wish — group resettle¬ 
ment. 

So far rjearJy 100,000 In¬ 
dochinese have been resettled 
in the United States, and the 
program is fast closing fn on 
the so-called hard-cwe refur 
g^s. Moat of them speak lit¬ 
tle or no English, have large 
families, and have never been 
abroad before. The novelty of 
arrival in the United States 
has long since worn off. 

As this group waits — and 
worries — the sunny and 
warm dayis at Camp Pendle¬ 
ton and at the other two re¬ 
maining centres. Indiantovvn 
Gap Military Reservation in 
Pemisyi’vanla and Fort Chaf¬ 
fee, Arkansas, are dvvindling. 

Camp Pendleton, with its 
huge "tent, city," is due to 
close Oct. 31$; camps at In- 
diantown Gap and.Fort Chaf¬ 
fee are scheduled to shut 
dowT? by Dec. 31. Already the 
f,>urtli U.S. centre, ait Eglin 
Air Foiee Base, Florida, has 
bem shut down. 

Traditionally ^ each new 
group of rcfug’ees or im¬ 
migrants to the United States 
has tended to cluster together, 
at least Tor the first few 
yeara. 

It has tended' to lead to 
communities in which all 
available skills are put to use. 
achieving as cic^e to full em¬ 
ployment as possible in the 
shortest time and helping el¬ 
derly persons to lead useful 
lives. Individual resettlemenl 
in a new environment, cm the 
other hand, tends to make ref¬ 


ugees feel completely upiwt- 
ed. 

Many of the Indochina refu¬ 
gees who remain in camps 
are farmers, fishermen and 
small - business people. Al- 
tlwugii sometimes labeled un¬ 
skilled. tliey are in fact highly ^ 
skilled in their own ways. 
Their ti^dititinal experience 
often has been updated by ex- 
poRure to nxodem tecJIihSTc^ 
and could be fully mobilized' 
in group-resettlement proj¬ 
ects. • 

The fishermen, for exam¬ 
ple, are equally ex|>ericnced 
in fish breeding. Many also 
have experience in fish 
processing and manufacture 
of fish sauces. These fisher¬ 
men are capable of becomiijg 
self-supporting after they are 
piwided with boats and 
equipment. 

The farmers are all expert 
enced at growing rice, com, 
soybeans, and fi*uit trees. 
They, too, lire capable of be¬ 
coming self-supporiing. 

Tlie first pn^lem to solve 
in cn’ganizing a gixHip- 
resettlement pax^ram would 
be to find and surv’ey enough 
land. Such a projetst. based' on 
farming, wxwld requu’e two to 
four acres per family (half 
that many for fishermen), 
provided soil quality and 
water resources were acle- ‘ 
quate. Sites for such projects 
should be selected in consulta¬ 
tion with representatives of 
tlie refugees themselves. 

The cost of the land, of 
course, would have to be bud¬ 
geted for, in addition to trans¬ 
portation of the refugees to 
the resettlement sites, build¬ 
ing of housing, CH>ening access 
routes, clearing land, a year's 
food support, and such com¬ 
munity, services as schools, 
markets and health clinics.

But most of these items al¬ 
ready are being pr.)vided in 
the refugee camps. The dif¬ 
ference is th^t while the Vlel- 
hamese and Cambodians are 
idling aw’ay their time in the 
camps, they could be work¬ 
ing, producing, and support¬ 
ing themselves — cemtributing 
new^economic and cultural inr 
gredients to the host country 
into which they are to in¬ 
tegrate. 

There has been little com¬ 
plaint about the living condi¬ 
tions in these camps. Shelters 


— whether tents, quonsets, or 
barracks ^ have been com¬ 
fortable. WTienever it has 
been cold, enough blankets 
and jackets have been distrib¬ 
uted. 

, The International Red 
Cross, other voluntary agen¬ 
cies. and private citizens have 
biDUght plenty of clothing, 
and the refugees look well 
dressed.- Sanitation has been 
adequate, and medical and 
dental care available. And the 
focxl. while different from 
what the refugees were used 


Coldf forbidding halls 
become friendly place

A generation of Victorians 
is growing up thinking hospi¬ 
tal is fun.

But every child’s face broke 
into a grin when his very own 
name bracelet was fastened 
to his arm. 

And when tlie nurse asked, 
wants to ride in tiie 
wheelchair." the tour was.sid- 
rienly just another gigggly. 
exciting, fun outing with the 
gang from school. 

OUv-e Hamilton, in tlie ad¬ 
mitting office, rememliered 
what it was like bofor^ tlie 
toui*st started about a year 
ago. Children coming in as 
patients would anive at ad¬ 
mitting with their mothers 
"and just sit there rigid." she 
said. Now, children who re¬ 
turn after seeing the hospital 
in the safely of a crowd of 
friends and parents, can’t 
wait to fill out the forms 
get up to the cliildren’s vvartl. 

During this particular tour, 
which was mostly . children 
from Tolmie school's kinder¬ 
garten, the more daring chil¬ 
dren set adventurous ex¬ 
ample for the others. 

AJl it took was erne brave lit¬ 
tle v'olunteer to-try out the 
ward’s cage-like bed and plas¬ 
tic tent, and everybody want¬ 
ed to have a turn, including a 
patient who crawled out of 
■bed while no one was looking 
and tried to join the tour. 

The best part was the 
operating i*oom, where eveiy- 
one look turns "riding" the 


to at home, has been satisfac¬ 
tory. 

There, have been well-or¬ 
ganized religious services for 
Buddhists, Protestants and 
Roman Catholics alike. There 
also have been play schools 
for children, adult English 
classes, driving lessons, and 
o r i 6j^tion-to-Aiperic%n-life 
coursed Films, attletic and 
other recreational events, and 
artistic performances have 
been frenuent. 

The main comptoint haa 
been that the refugees were 
strictly confined to the camps 
until they were processed out, 
which did not give them an 
opportunity to learn about 
their new social environment 
or to look for employment by 
themselves. 

From a practical point of 
view, letting the refugees 
move in and out freely would 
make it impossible to run the 
huge receplioti centres. On 
the other hand, it is never 
pleasant to have to line up for 
f«»od or to gaze out onlj'^ at 
lonely hills day in and day out 
no matter how well or¬ 
ganized camp life might be 
otherwise. 

There need be no fears that 
the refugees might be tempt¬ 
ed to stay in the camps indefi¬ 
nitely, even if the camps were 
to be continued past Dec. 31. 
&i^he Vietnamese and Cam¬ 
bodians are strongly work- 
oriented and are anxious to 


.staml on their own feel and 
become economically self-sup¬ 
porting. 

They realize that they are 
late-comere to an economy 
that is not booming. They are 
willing to take the harder jobs 
at lower pay that are not gen¬ 
erally wanted, and they are 
prepated to go to places that 
have less appeal to the earlier 
comers. 

However. unlike earlier 
groups of refugees who had 
relatives or friends in the 
United Ste.tes' to help them 
out of the camps, liiose people 
must rely- entirely on voflun- 
tary agencies. Arri now even 
this sector is drying up, de¬ 
spite the efforts of church. 
gr.Hips and other agencies to 
keep it alive. Their appeal has 
been ta parishes, dioceses, 
and local chapfors to initiive 
many more Americans in the 
resettlement program. 

The trade Vnions and other 
professional organizations 
also are working in the reset- 
tdement effort. AFL-dO pres¬ 
ident CJeorge Meany strongly 
supported the cause of the In¬ 
dochina refugees and is a 
member of the advisory com¬ 
mittee to Pr6*sideTit Ford 
the matter. 

A high-level AFL-CIO dele¬ 
gation has visited Camp 
Pendleton, and the labor orga¬ 
nization has a register of all 
persons leaving the camp to 
help in .iob placement.

•_^Many employable handicapped persons are unable 

to find woilt because of the ignorance or negative atti¬ 
tudes of companies, the Canadian Chamber ot -Com¬ 
merce said in a recent report. 

"Welfare roles are swollen by handicapped persons 
who are far from being 'welfare bums’ but yet have not 
been able to find any work." the report said. *' 

"Estimates for reducing the welfare rolls paid for 
1^ our tax dollars, emplo\ment of handicapped 

individuals, range as high as 40 per cent." 

The report said 90 per cent of Canada’s 45,000 
paraplegics are unemployed yet 33 per cent of them are 
employable and anxious to work. 

"In Vancouver, it was found that 27 per cent of 
deaf persems and 18 per cent of the blind were unem¬ 
ployed: yet more than half of these persons were 
employable in the regular labor force." 

Interviews with handicapped persons revealed that 
they were often unable to find employment because of 
8f(he attitudes of personnel officers, the physical.bar- 
I'iers in many woric places, problems of transportatiem 
and by a general lack of awareness of what they can 
do." 

In a sun'ey of 482 companies across Canada, about 
50 per cent of respondents indicated they had hired 
mentally or physically handicaped persons. 

In most cases, employers found handicai^d 
workers to be as satisfactory or even better than regu¬ 
lar workers. 

F>r examine. 143 of 211 respondenis said the le\'el 
of products of the phyeically handicapped was con¬ 
sidered the same as that of regular employees: 32 
said production was better and 23 said it was worse. 

In the ma.jority of cases, handicapped persiims had 
attendance recorck the same or better than regular 
workers. The majority of handicapped workers stayed 
at a firm for the same amount of time or even Jwiger 
than other workers. (Quality of work-by the hanicapped 
was also rated highly. 

The three most frequent reasons cited by compa¬ 
nies for not hiring the handicapped were that no x>bs 
were suited to disabled persons, that none had applied 
and that the job was too dangerous. 

Tbe chamber was able to’discredit such theories. 

After the Se«md World War, the veterans affairs 
department was able to place successfuUy 95 per cent 
of the disabled veterans in the regular labor force with 
a resulting high degree of employed satisfaction, the 
chamber reported. 

"Potential employers of the handicapped were re¬ 
minded by the department at that time to look at the 
minimum f^ysical or mental requirements for filling a 
job” 

Many companies in the recent survey admitted 
they had not closely examined the possibilities of han- 
(hcapped persons filling jobs. StatisJiScs also reveal that 
handicapped persons are not more accident prone or 
pose safety ifiTreats.

Stormy weather has Ireen 
hindering the transport 
ministry’s search of part of 
Malaspina S^it for four rail¬ 
way tank cars loaded with po- 
t e n t i a ! 1 y deadly chlorine 
which fell from a barge in 
February. 

The search of relatively 
shallow w'aters near Sinclair 
Bank, west of Nelson Island, 
began Tuesday and was 
called off temporarily Thurs¬ 
day owing to bad weather and 
the disabling of a search 
launch when its propeller 
broke on a log. 

The launch has been re¬ 
paired and crews planned to 
continue their search this 
w'eekend if the w-eather im¬ 
proves. 

Before the propeller ac¬ 
cident. the search had cov^er- 
ed a third of the area and had 
discerned five possible “tar¬ 
gets,” Des Allard, federal 


transport minister spokesman 
at Vancouver, said Friday. 

Targets were located in 
searches ^Tsewhere earlier 
this year bu't proved to be 
boulders or other debris on 
the strait bed when examined 
by the submersible Pisces, Al- 
laiti added. 

In the procedure this w'eek, 
a tug probed the w-aters with 
side scan sonar and then tlie 


launch investigated with a 
sonar d^th sounder, coming 
up with a composite to pro¬ 
duce shapes and sizes of the 
targets on a graph. 

Now, however, the Pisces is 
engaged in eastern Canadian 
w'aters and will be unable to 
take a close look at the new 
tat'gets until January. 

Meanwhile, the search will 
continue in the remaining 


two-thirds of the new search 
area where the waters are l08 
t<x. 630 feet deep. Previous 
seiches in deeper waters of 
the 9arge route failed. 

The tank cars were being 
towed by the tug Chieftain m 
from Squamish to the Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel pulp mUl at 
Powell River vvhen the 
168-foot barge overturned dur¬ 
ing the night.

CN Ships and was being rea¬ 
died in Vancouver to begin 
/tJffskan crui.sing , during the 
summer season. 

The ship, built Oy Yarrows 
Ltd. at Esquimau in 1947. was 
bought by the B.C. grAern- 
ment last August for< $1^30.000 
m cash plus 28 acres of crown 
land in the Prince (Jeorge 
area.

The figures released this 
week also sluiwcd there has 
l>oen a l)ig increase in foieign 
investment in the United 
State.s in receni years, muvli 
nnire than was estimated pre¬ 
viously by the government. 

"I’he reports shiwed that the 
big o\erseas investors are the 
same countries which tradi¬ 
tionally have invested in the 
V.S. (he United Kingdom. 
Canada. Switzerland. fhe 
Netherlands. France, West 
Germany and Japan. 

U.S. Congress last >pHr 
directed the trca.sury and 
commeixe departments i»> 
make, new studies of the 
amount of foreign investmeni • 
after widespread fears were 
voiced in congress and else¬ 
where that nil-exporting na- 
tioos. especially some of those 
"m the Middle East, might use 
their new wealth to buy up 
key U.S. industries. 

But the commerce depart¬ 
ment retiurt said “the total 
direct investment of these 
countries irv the United States 
.is fxcecdmgly small” and Ihe 
treasury department said 
port l o I i o investments by 
members of the Oi'gani/.atiun 
of .Petroleum Exportim: Coun¬ 
tries were “relatively small.” 
accounting lor 3 per cent of 
the total. 

However, a iieasury der>art- 
ineni official said at. a news 
briefing that some of the 
investments from Switzerland 
and other Euroi>ean nations 
might include investments 
made.lor OPEC nations under 
the cover of European banks. 

The government refwrts dis¬ 


tinguished between porilulio 
foreign investment and direct 
foreign investment. 

Portfolio investmeni means 
foreigners have not acquired 
significant influence in the 
stocks, bonds and government 
securities lliey own. Direct 
foreign investment, which has 
l>een |H*imarily in the jnanu- 
facturing and petroleurp in- 


daslries. mean the loreign 
investors lia\ e acquired at 
least 10 per cent of the firm 
they have invested in, 

1’otal foreign investment in 
the IT.S. last year was at least 
$106.7 billion. Of this, $80 bil¬ 
lion to $85 billion was in port¬ 
folio investment and $31.7 bil¬ 
lion was in direct investmeni. 

'I’he treasury saW more 


than half of Ihr porifoliu 
investment in stocks of U.S. 
companies, totalling $24.7 bil- 
lioir. was accounted f«jr by 
tliree countries: Switzerland. 
$7 billi(m; the United King¬ 
dom. $3.7 billion; and Canada. 
$1 billion. Holdings of Middle 
oil ex]>ortei's, by con- 
Ira.sl, totalled cmly $67 million.

professor of biochemistry and 
blopl^ics. 

‘'Some pe<^le migbt reduce 
their chances of a heart at¬ 
tack by reducing the aniount 
of cholesterol they consume,” 
he said, “But no normal per¬ 
son will increase his blood 
cholesterol to pativ:)Iogical 
levels by eating so-called sat¬ 
urated iat.” 

Reiser says tlie risk of high 
levels of serum cholesterol in 
the blood varies with age and 
sex. 

“Between age 25 and 29 
about 95 per cent of both 
sexes are in the low risk

The prime is the minimufn 


lending rate for banks’ most 
creditworthy corporate cu<- 
tomeis. It is a benchmark 
from which other rates are 
scaled upward. Consumers 
pay much higher interest for 
personal or auto loans, for ex¬ 
ample.

at university 


. OTTAWA (CP) — The dif- 
fei'ence in salaries paid male 
and female profegsors in Ca¬ 
nadian universities is ccntlnu- 
ing to fiMXint. a report pre¬ 
sented to delegates at the art- 
nual meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion of Universities and Col¬ 
leges of Canada aeys. 

The conference was tc^d the 
pay discrepancy in 1^4 fa¬ 
vored male faculty members 
by $3.»26. up fromm $3,786 in 
1973. The average male uni¬ 
versity teacher now makes 
approximately $19,000 a year, 
the female teacher $15,000. 

T7»e report, prepaiad by 
Statistics C^ada said only 13 
per cent of full-time teaching 
staff and six per cent of Cana^ 
dian university administrators 
are women. 

In addition, a recent issue 
of the McGUl Journal of Edu¬ 
cation said 77 per cent of uni¬ 
versity women staffers are 
concentrated in lower teach¬ 
ing positions. 

The number of female 
professors has been increas¬ 
ing in faculties wldch hav’e 
traditionally had a high pro 
portion of female teachers 
such as fine arts, sodal 
sciences and health profes¬ 
sions. the 200 delegates were 
told. 

But the number of women 
has decreased in the math, 
science and agriculture facul¬ 
ties. the conference heard. 

Delegates agreed the out¬ 
look for advancement by 
women in higher educaition is 
dim because of the current 
potidon of women students. 

In Qdebec, for e.xample 
women htake up about 36 per 
cent of the undergraduate stu¬ 
dent population. 28 per cent of

Rest top priority 
for missionaries 

BANGKOK, Thailand (UFl) — A Canadian 
couple whose missionai’y work in Vietnam ended 
with seven months of captivity left the country 
Thursday with a mixture ot relief and sadness. 

"We're just overjoyed at leaving. It was the 
answer to a prayer." said Norman Johnson after 
he. his wife Joan and 12 other foreigners arrived 
here on a United Nation, charter flight ftxxn Hanoi. 

"But it was also a heartbreaking experience for ' 
us to leave Vietnam. We came to love the Viet¬ 
namese people." 

The Johnsons, of Hamilton, OnL, plan to fly 
back to Chnada In about a week, bat for now, “we 
want an immediate i-eat before we leave here,” 
Johnson said. 

The Johnsons were missionalries at Ban Me 
Thuot, 163 miles north of Saigon, when the town 
fell to the communists Maixji 10. They had b^ 
in Vietnam 3'/i years. 

But their credentials as (^^anadian mlaeionariea 
in Vietnam did them little good. Along with other 
foreignei^ in the town, they were taken to North 
Vietnam as virtual prisoners of war.

Kuebl. wbo twice won man- 
agerof-the-year awards in the 
minors, along with Tom La- 
sorda, third-base coach with 
Lo 6 Angeles Dodgers. Preston 
Gomez, former manager of 
HousUxi Astros, and Alvin 
Dark, recently fired by 
Charles O. Finley of the 
American League Oakland 
Athletics, had been touted as 
possible candidates for the 
job.

nounced a redefinition of titles 
and responsibilities in the 
club's senior management 
team.

Otxlination for women in the 
Anglican Church of Canada 
could be one step closer fol¬ 
lowing action taken Friday af¬ 
ternoon by the House of Bish¬ 
ops in session at Winnipeg. 

Text of the resolution 
passed Friday reads as • fol¬ 
lows : ' t 

"This House of Bishops re¬ 
affirms a collegial commit¬ 
ment to the principle and im¬ 
plementation of the ordination 
of women to the presbyterate, 
while not pretending to una¬ 
nimity and therefore supports 
the desire and intention of 
those bishops who. dfter due 
consultation with their dio¬ 
ceses. determine to ordain 
qualified women to the pres- 
derate. 

"B\irther. the house re¬ 
quests the Primate to inform 
the other Primates of the 
Anglican communixxi of this 
resolution to seek their re¬ 
sponse to it and report to the 
house by February, 1976; that 
he inform other communions 
of our intention. 

"This house agrees that if 
the response is not ov'er- 
whelmingly negative, bishops 
are free to proceed to the or¬ 
dination of women to the pres- 
bvterate . after November. 
1976.^ 

"In any case w’e intend to 
present our case, reasonably 
gnd urgently, td^he Lambeth 


conference of 1978, or accept¬ 
able alternative, and thereaf¬ 
ter to proceed to full imple¬ 
mentation." 

Discussing the use of the 
word presbyterate instead of 
priesthood. Anglican Canon 
Hilary Butler of Victoria said 
he could not say why the word 
was chosen. 

But he explained that the 
word came into use in negoti¬ 
ations for the plan of union, 
now discanded. which Angli¬ 
cans, United Church and Dis¬ 
ciples of Christ were consider¬ 
ing. 

“The descripti<m 'priest' 
w'as avoided In the plan of 
union." Butler said, "and the 


term ’presbyterate’ was. hot 
• objected to by Anglicans. 

The word ‘presbyter* comes 
from the Greek word for 
‘elder,’ Butler said. 

At present women can l)c 
ordained deaconesses in the 
Anglican Church but ordina¬ 
tion to the priesthood still Is 
not allowed. 

Ruth Scott of Victoria, 
former principal of Anglican 
Women’s Training College. 
Toronto and a deaconess, 
brought the motion for com¬ 
plete ordination to the Gener¬ 
al Syn(^ of the Anglican 
ChuiN^ in Regina in 1973 and 
again this year in 1975. She 
was out of town Friday.

Officers of the Comox- 
Strathexma Region B(»rd 
would like to see more local 
control of the forestry in¬ 
dustry in their area. 

They told that Friday to Dr. 
Peter Pearae, who wound up 
Victoria sessions of the Royal 
Commission on Forest Re¬ 
sources in B.C. 

Both regional chairman Ron 
Ellis and director Harry 
McQuillan told the commi^ 
sioner that such a develop¬ 
ment could result in the es¬ 
tablishment of more major 
sawmills in their district. 

The regional board 
members also expressed the 
view that if more industry 
was attracted, the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railw-ay would 
quickly repair two bridges 


fmd re-establish its line from 
north cd Parksville to handle 
the resulting freight. 

-• 

"The two were joined at the 
witness-table by forestry con¬ 
sultant Archie Byers, a 
member of the board’s eco¬ 
nomic development commis¬ 
sion. 

"We’re the hewers of wood 
in our area, but not the gath¬ 
erers of money," McQuillan 
said. "In my lifetime Tve 
seen billions of foet of logs 
removed and very little left 
behind." 

McQuillan, a retired logger 
who by coincidence appeared 
bef<M% the first Sloan forestry 
commission in 1945. related 
later how odd it was to see 
togs from his area being 
hauled to the mainland for 


processing and Crown Zeller- 
bach bringing chips from the 
Interior by rail and barge to 
the Elk Falls pulp mill near 
Campbell River. 

He was of the opinion (hat 
the establi^ment of major 
sawmills'in the region w*ould 
provide an ample chip supply 
for the Elk Falls operation. 

Byers also said later that he 
thought a proper chipping 
operaUon set up near alder 
stands of the Sayward forest 
area would provide a useful 
supply of chips If pulp mills 
would acquire the tech¬ 
nological expertise to incorpo¬ 
rate the hardwood mix. 

Ellis, when asked lor his 
view on the matter by Pearsc. 
said thaf yes. he felt that a 
regional board would be a 
proper base for administering 
some of the forestry problems 


of an area. He added that it 
certainly would be a suitable 
vehicle for local input. 

McQuillan pointed out that 
one of the problems in his 
area was that sometimes, tiie 
agricultural land base con- 
llicted with the forest land 
base. In other word.9. some of - 
it would be bettor re<'lassiftcd 
as forest and that the reverse 
situation was also (rue. 

The Coastal Reforestation 
Board led off the day's sitting 
with a brief that outlined the 
importance of maintaining a 
proper pixigram of tree plant¬ 
ing and after-planting mainte¬ 
nance. 

The boai*d then pointed out 
how this important i»tiaso" of 
forest management has to be 
related to any discussiorv in 
changes in tenure, one oi the 


principal concerns of the com- 
missivm. 

The reforestation board is a 
group of foresters in govern¬ 
ment and indus^, their 
spokesman Bruce Devitt ex¬ 
plained. He said it has no of¬ 
ficial status but meets twice a 
year and conducts field trips 
for its members to swap 
methods. 

Tlie final submission in the 
eight days of hearings in Vic¬ 
toria was made by private cit¬ 
izen Maurice Ayers. As with 
others who have appeared as 
individuals. Pearse lauded 
Ayei*s for his submission. Uicn 
went fully into its details. 

Pcaree challenged Ayers on 
many jioints. One of them 
concerned the budget for 
torosl management in the 
province which Ayei*s believes 
should lie an assured amount. 


not subject to debate in the 
legislative process. 

Ayers cemtended the exigen¬ 
cies ctf the situation are such 
and the need for on-going 
"funds in forestry is ao great 
that that should be the over^ 
riding consideration. 

"We must spend money 
today to enhance the needs of 
tomorrow," Ayers said. 

Pearse pointed out that 
other interests in the province 
such as universities could 
make a similar claim but still 
must have their funds ap¬ 
proved by the legislature. 

The commission will rccwi- 
vene in Vancouver Nov. 12 to 
hear die last batch of submis¬ 
sions — about 100. To date it 
has heard 124 all over the rest 
of the province. 

Pcarse’s recommwdations 
could be ready sL\ months 
later.

And it is time welfare recip¬ 
ients demanded a 10 per cent 
raise retroactive to January, 
along with autwnatJc coot-<M- 
living adjustments in the fu¬ 
ture. she said. 

Angered by the refusal of 
Premier Barrett to meet her 
group because “there is no 
money, and no point.” she 
said it is apparent that two 
provincial gove^unent depart¬ 
ments are wwking at cross 
purposes. 

the one hand the health 
branch is encouraging people 
to eat nutritious food, and has 
worked out a basic-food plan, 
said Ms. MacBaln. At the 
same time the human re¬ 
sources department has kept 
\vdfare payments so low that 
recipients cannot afford to fol¬ 
low the diet. 

“Mr. Barrett, according to 
his secretary, is well aware of 
our' problem, and thoroughly 
agrees that we have it rough, 
but aays there is nothing'he 
can do about it because there 
is no money.” she said. 


Welfare people are below 
the poverty line established 
by the 1974 Senate commiv 
sion, and worse oft than old- 
age pensioners. 

Starting Jan. 1. she pdnted 
outi two pensiimers will get 
9S3S a month, while a single 
parent on welfare with three 
children will have io get by on 
9350 a mcmth. plus any 8i>eelSl 
rent allowances. 

(A special rent “oveitige’' 
ia paid to make up part of the 
difference between rent allow¬ 
ance and actual rent paid—for 
instance the allowance for a 
mother and three children is 
9l50. but the rent is 9250. so 
the provincial government 
pays an additional 975). 

Ms. MacBain gave a budget 
for a Victoria welfare family, 
consisting of a mother with 
four children. 

The family gets'* 9467 a 
month, including the rent al¬ 
lowance. a special $20 allow¬ 
ance because one men>ber of 
the family is on a special diet, 
and $A6.24 a month tn fanVUy 
allowances, for a total income 
of 9553.24. 

Expenses total 9358, includ¬ 
ing 9250-rent. 920 to pay off a 
long-standing debt. 95.11 for 
insurance. $28 hydro. $4 water, 
$6.50 telephone, and 935 (or 
fuel. 

That leaves 948.66 a week

WASHINGTON (DPI) — A

The Boston-based group 
asked t^e FTC to get a tempo¬ 
rary court order stopping a 91 
million ad campaign by Hud¬ 
son Fharmaoeudeal Ooip. 
for Spider-Man vitamins. 

It said the commerleals, 
begun on TV in the New York 
area and ai^aring in print 
elsewhere in the country, en¬ 
courage children to emulate 
the cartoon character and 
create a “completely distort¬ 
ed notion of the medicinal 
contents of the bottle.”

It quoted the national clears 
ing house for poison contnd 
centres as saying “vitamin 
ingestion poisem cases have 
shown an increased trend 
over the past four years.” 

In 1971 ACT asked the gov¬ 
ernment to ban all drug ada 
on children's programs. That 
resulted in voluntary with¬ 
drawal ot such ads ^ three 
tHg companies — Miles La- 
boraloriee. Brivtal Myera and 
Hoffman Laroche. And the 
National Association of 
Broadcasters revised its vol¬ 
untary code to stop subscritv 
ing stations from advertising 
vitamins to children.

It your gtrdtn k on the 
tfnall aide, it ie neceaMry to 
be juat a little fait chooi^ 
iHt obfnee to sete c Gr ig an 
ornamental tree to idant in 
the front lawn. 

A hannteBB * tooidng aped- 
men from toe nuraery or gar^ 
dm centre may turn into a 
cuckoo in the neat within a 
few abort yeara, masking toe 
view from toe front windows 
and robbing tot lawn of food, 
water and light to such an ex¬ 
tent that toe grass dies out. 

Fortunately, there are trees 
well suited to toe email gar¬ 
den—4reea wfidh wiH remain 
a reasonable akee without a lot 
of annual pruning, and ^Ich 
will bring beauty to toe gar¬ 
den without wanting to take 
over the whole plot. 

Some of these small treee 
are particularly charming 
and decorative, making up in 
grace and delicacy what toey 
may lack in majesty. 

Some of our beat small 
toees are found among toe 
maples, and probably toe 
best-known ones are the 
various forms of toe Jap>ane8e 
maple, Acer palmatum.

The native form of the Box 
Elder—oftin called the Manl- 
tcba Maple—as far too big 
and too vigorous for toe small 
garden, but there are two 
variegated forms which are 
not cxUy much smaller and 
neater than the prairie tree, 
but have much more interest¬ 
ing foUage. 

Acer negundo variegata has 
green and white leaves, while 
A.n. aureum maiginatum has 
fresh green leaves edged wito 
goM. 

Ail the Manltofaia mapies 
come in separate male and 
female trees, with toe winged 
seeds shed only by toe fe¬ 
males.

Acer griseum, still another 
dwarf maple, is a wmderfully 
neat and tidy taee for ti antoig 
in toe front lawn where space 
is limited, standing 15 feet tall 
with a spread of not more 
than eight feet. 


'Che leaves dis slowly and 
gloriously in the autumn, 
hghtiing up toe iandbcape wito 
their brilUant fall c^ip, but 
the show doesn’t end with 
ieaf-faid. for the peeling 
orange^red baric k coe of the 
delights of the winter garden. 

Getting away, from toe 
maples, ti)e Stag’s Horn 
Sumac, Rhus typhlnfl, is a 
moat attractive liMe tree with 
leaves like an ash, but turning 
a glorious scarlet in the fall. 

Looking out my window aa I 
write, one of these little trees 
in a neighbor’s garden is the 
brightest spot in toe land¬ 
scape.

While the regular form of 
toe Stag's Horn Sumac is a 
decided asset to any garden, 
there Is a superior variety 
called Rhus typMna kdnkte 
with deeply cut lacy fotliage, 
producing a ferny, tropical ef¬ 
fect. 

If toe Sumac has any fault, 
it is that toe hairy stems and 
branches stain the clothes 
rather badly if you brush up 
against the little tree. 


auperior insight "Your observation that 
toe carp were coy at Ports of Call," he 
wrote, "lesKli me to bensve that you 
are every bh as perceptive as anglers 
who have fished for truculent trout, 
bashful bass or petulant pike; and that 
as a gourmet you doubUessly have 
faced a sony swoitUish or two or even 
a Dover sole that as rather doubtul."

I used to have a fish tank, it may be 
remembered, and amtmg its exotic ha¬ 
bitues were several koi. They arc un¬ 
usually imeblgent and senrttive crea¬ 
tures. for fish, and like .human beings 
with those qualities, toey are likely to 
run to extremes of behavior, being 
brash one moment and coy the next. 

1 managed to train a few to do 
simple tricks, but for some reason toe 
koi didn’t thrive in my tai^, and I no 
sooner had one of the httfe clM^pon com¬ 
ing aJ<mg nicely than he’d turn up float¬ 
ing. Finally I converted to the comm<xi 
goldfish, v^ich is not as smart, but not 
as emotional, either. 

Out •ait Japanese Gardens, before it 
closed, they had trained some koi to 
play poker. I watched them do tt once, 
and while they may not have been coy, 
they were certaifdy reticent, Itfoe ^ 
good poker pl^rs.. Of course poker is 
illegal in Orange Oountp^, and that may 
be why Japanese Gardens was closed 
down. 

If Hopmans has found the koi 
aggressive or brash on his visits to

DeecriMng a group of 
British royalty in the ship’s wax muse¬ 
um, I observed that "the Duke of Kent, 
eon to be King Gecoge VI," waa asnong 
them.

"Every schot^boy knows it was not the 
Duke of Keftt but toe Duke of Yoric. the 
second son of King George V, who be¬ 
came George VI. HRH the Duke of 
Kent, was only the fourth son. and haa

Like every schoolboy. I did know 
that York became king, but scxnehow I 
got to thinking about poor Kent, who 
was killed in an air crash during the 
Second World War, and itent came out 
the typewriter. 

All the same, it was an errck, and it 
counts. 

As for Hoy Adams, ho wwrote to say 
toat toe PoriB O* Cafi fixture I desoiibed 
as an "old river boat" was actually the 
old Richmond-San Rafael Feny. long 
since retired by the Richmond Bridge, I 
am sorry to say that, whatever the 
merits of hia case, my allowance of 
errors for 1975 is now used up, and I 
have no |^e for tt on my schedule.

As I write tlieSe lines, tiie New Jer¬ 
sey Court of Chancery has undertaken a 
review of the legal questicms involving 
the withdrawal of life-sustaining medi¬ 
cal procedures from a terminally ill pa¬ 
tient; at tlie same time, Gov. Eyrne 
of that state is sponsoring a bill to au¬ 
thorize such withdrawal. 

It is not an yeasy decision to make 
either way. and it is the kind of decision 
that will fac^ more and rSore families, 
as more of us live to an older age, and 
as new medical technology finds more 
soitoisticated ways i of kee^ng us alive, 
if not well, or even ccnscious. 
k k k 

In the New Jersey case, the parents 
of a yodhg woman who sustained per* 
manent brain damage, and has been in 
a coma for six mrHvths, want her to be 
permitted to die with "grace and dig¬ 
nity." since there is no realistic hope of 
any recovery. They are supported in 
this position by thqir perish priest. 


But Uie hospital doctors have refused 
to let her die. and the respirator that 
keeps her aliVe has continued to func¬ 
tion. and might be able to keep her 
hcdi't beating indefinitely. But is she 
"alive” in any but the most narrow 
clinical sense of the word? 

k k k 

I faced tlifj same problem with my 
mother several years ago, who suffered 
a massive heart attack, lost conscious¬ 
ness. and never recovered tt. For three 
days, she also was in a respirator, and 
we were told that if she ever came out 
of the coma — which was doubtful — 
slie would remain a "vegetable" the 
rest uf her days. 

Ancient criteria of "life" and 
"death" scarcely apply any longer, 
with the new medical machinery toat 
is available. The conventional test of 
“death" is that it begins when breath¬ 
ing-ends and the heart stops beating. 
But tlie new tcchonology makes these 


tests obsolete; mechanical manipulation 
of these vital functions can maintain 
br(‘ath and heart beat Cor months, or. 
indeed, for years. 

k k k 

When should tt end? Do you keep the 
machines going forever? Are the pati¬ 
ents still "alive ' in any meaningful sense 
of that word? Would they want to be ar¬ 
tificially sustained past the point ot no 
return, at long anguish (not to mention 
burdensome expense) to their famillts? 

Ihere are no legal precedent! for 
this; there are hardly any moral or 
religious maxima that app^. 

In may own case, I was glad when 
my mother flnelly expired, as I know 
she wfould haN'e been. Only whm the 
machinery was detached from her 
body, and her face and limbe relaxed, 
could her grandchildren regard her 
sleeping peacefully and say, "That 
looks like Grandma again." to dying, 
she became human once more.

COURTENAY — An unusu¬ 
al projection forest manage¬ 
ment designed to increase fu¬ 
ture timber yields has been 
launched at the Crown Zeller- 
back Courtenay division log- 
ing operation. 

The pilot project involves 
the fertilizing by air of 700 
acres of second growth tim¬ 
ber. 

This is the first time that a 
program of thus magnitude is 
being conducted by the com¬ 
pany. 

Fertilizing stands of trees 
has ■ been done before by 
Crown Zellerbach in the prov¬ 
ince. but only on a very limit¬ 
ed basis and in connection 
with very small experimental 
plots. Courtenay division 
manager Frank Lucci said. 

The program is being car¬ 
ried out-.by the company in 
conjunction with the B.C. 
Forest Service and it will take 
between three to five years to 


determine whether it has 
proven successful. 

The fertilizer, small white 
pellets known as Prills, is 
sprayed over the acreage 
from an aircraft. The 
11.500-foot level, make about 52 
trips each day. carring 1.000 
fiounds of prills each time 
they arc airborne. 

Lucci said the massive 
150.000-acre Courtenay log¬ 
ging operation was chosen for 
the unique project because 
the comapny owns all of the 
land. The division stretches 
all the way from Courtenay tA 
Campbell River. Next week 
the prills will be scattered 
over trees in the Tsolum area 
about 10 miles north of here. 

Trees receiving the fertilzcr 
are second growth Douglas 
Fir which are 30 years and 
younger. Other species of 
threes logged liere include 
Hemlock, Red Cedar. Balsam 
Fir and some yellow cedar. 

Next year crews will start* 
thinning sccCTid growth stands 


— the first time that stands 
containing commercial 
growth have been thinned. 

"We do a lot of pre-com¬ 
mercial thinning in the divi¬ 
sion,” Lucci said, "but thin¬ 
ning commercial stands is a 
very new departure for us." 

Thinning the stands will In¬ 
crease growth of the tc^) qual¬ 
ity conmicrcial trees. 

Fertilizing the trees in the 
manner now under way will 
add about 30 per cent to the 
g!*awth factor instead of the 
20 per cent added growth 
when pre-commercial thin¬ 
ning is carried out. 

A major tree-planting pro¬ 
gram, is also under way here, 
and new w'ays are also being 
introduced in this project. 

Since the company em¬ 
barked on its tree-planting 
Itrogrwn 22 years ago, 18 mil¬ 
lion trees have been planted 
in the Courtenay division. 
This fall 350,000 trees are 
being planled, while in the 
spring of the year 127,000 


trees were added to the area. . 

Because of problems of get- I 
ting bare root trees to grow j 
on higher elevations, the com¬ 
pany is copying ideas used in 
forest management by Fin¬ 
land. 

Small Douglas Fir are being 
pianUPd in i^at is known as 
the "paper pot" system, using • 
a Finnish-made planting tool. 

The trees roots are encased 
in the "paper pot” and "shot" 
into the ground through'the 
planting tool. 

Dutch-bom forestei* John 
Harwijne of Courtenay has 
great hopes that the new sys¬ 
tem will be highly successful. 

He said the company each 
year plants far more trees 
than are cut. About 1.200 
acres are planted each year 
compared with the 700 to 1.000 
acres logged annually. 

Lucci terms the projects "a 
unique step forward — an¬ 
other step in intensive forest 
management that it is hoped 
will increase timber yield’ for 
the future.”

wage increases to between 8 
and 12 par cent. 

“It isn't the working people 
who are laughing,” WiUiama 
said. “It's the powerful busi¬ 
ness interests and their cron¬ 
ies in OtUwa who are having 
the laugh, and U'l on us.” 

He saM the government will 
be flexible in administering 
controls but only for tiie "al¬ 
ready well-paid” and the 
“well-fed corporationi when 
they raise their prices.” 

Williams asked why the 
government has not asM the 
Toronto Dominion Bank to out 
its lending rate; tx die oil 
companies to cut the price of 
gas; or the steel companies to 
roll back their rcicent lOVii- 


per-cent across-the-board 
average price incroase. 

He sa3d the Steelworkers re¬ 
search department found the 
recent price increases (or 
steel "are on the order of 
twice the level necessary to 
compensate for additional 
labor costs’’ negotiated last 
summer. 

“What the prime minister 
did on Dct. 13 (when he an¬ 
nounced controls) and what 
his anti-inflation tribunal will 
be doing is simply cutting the 
costs of doing business for 
practically every employer in 
this country,” said Williams. 
“This is nothing but more cor- 
pui*ate welfare, a pre<lirist’ 
mas stocklngfuJ of unmerited 
profits for the corporations.”

CHICAGO (AP) — Feeding 
your sweet tooth may min 
your body as well as your 
teeth, three nutrition authori¬ 
ties said. 

Dr. Frederic Nordsiek of 
New York said that sugar 
provides nothing to human nu¬ 
trition but calories, and he 
and the others who presented 
papers at the annual meeting 
of the American Dental Asso¬ 
ciation said that sugar can be 
a health hazard. 

Dr. Nordsiek, recently re¬ 
tired adjunct professor of pulv 
lie heath nutrition at Colum¬ 
bia University and vice- 
president of Sloan-Kettering 
Institute, said the average 
American consumes more 
than two pounds of sugar a 
week. 

Two-thirds of that amount is 
hidden in commercially 
processed and prepared foods, 
such as jeUles. fmlls, cakes 
candies and beverages, he 
said. 

About 1830, the average 
American consumed 15 
pounds of sugar a year, com¬ 
pared to more than 100 
pounds today, said Dr. Nord¬ 
siek, adding that even now 
people in some parts of the 
world eat no sugar. 

Dr. Richard August Ahrens, 
a nutritionist at t^ Universi¬ 
ty of Maryland, CJoUege Park, 
reported that high levels of 
sugar consumption have been 
shown to raise the blood pres¬ 
sure of both experimental ani¬ 
mals and humans. 

He said: "High blood pres¬ 
sure affects all of the organs 
of the body that have to work 
against it.** It is, he said, a 
major cause of hear disease, 
.stfoke, diabetes and kidney 
disease. 

Dr. James Dunning of Arl- 
hngton. Va., a retired Har¬ 
vard University dental profes¬ 
sor. said that between-meaj 
snakes are a major contribu¬ 
tor to tooth decay because 
they usually are sweet. Not 
only that, he said, but often 
they are in a form such as 
candy, which sticks to the 
teeth. 

In view of high sugar con- 
sCimpltton. Dr. I^nnin reewn- 
mended health measures such 
as fluoridation of the water 
supply, elimination of swee¬ 
tened hetw’een-me^l snacks 
and the application of fluoride 
to the surface of children’s 
teeth by dental personnel at 
school. 


Abuse 

proof 

difficult 

BRANDON (CP) — Abuse 
and neglect has caused the 
deaths of 16 children in Mani¬ 
toba since 1972. 

The deaths all involved chil¬ 
dren under the age of four 
years and half the victims 
were of Indian descent, Dr. 
(Charles Ferguson of the Chil¬ 
drens’s Centre in Winnipeg 
told a seminar on child abuse. 

Statistics presented on the 
final day of the two^lay semi¬ 
nar showed court inquests 
into the 16 deaths led to only 
one admission and one convic¬ 
tion of abuse. 

Paul Walsh, legal counsel 
for the Children's Aid Society 
of Winnipeg, said the attitude 
tlKat "every parent is entitled 
to one swift kick at their 
hrat" is one reason why child 
abusers are rarely convicted 
on a first offence. 

He said it's difficulrt to get a 
court order in chiltf'abuse 
cases because judges require 
a degree oC pAxjf beytind that 
usually required in civil 
oases. 

"I’m not saying guilt should 
be made easier to prove. Fm 
just explaining the inherent 
problems.*’ 

^VnoBher problem, he aaid. is 
th restrictions on admissable 
evidence. As an example, he 
said, evidence of former inju¬ 
ries is permatted but no men¬ 
tion of abuse involving other 
children in the family. 

Two other factor also con¬ 
tribute to the problem of get¬ 
ting convictions in abuse 
cases. He said the family 
court is "lowest on the pole of 
judicial hierachy" and 
parents are under the delu¬ 
sion that they have inalien¬ 
able rights over their chil¬ 
dren.

They have 
not rejected our proposals, 
which is very encouraging.” 
he said. 

**If they accept this offer, it 
could lead to a major break¬ 
through.” 

Jean-Claude Parrot, .chief 
negotiator (or the striking Ca¬ 


nadian Union of Postal 
Workers said: 

”We have received what we 
consider a very serious 
counter-proposal on the use of 
casuals.

Socreds pledge auditor-general

VANCOUVER — An om¬ 
budsman and an auditor- 
general ^'tU be aM>ointcd at 
the first session of the Legis- 
.lature if Social Oedit is re¬ 
turned to power at the ne.xt 
election.

In the past niembers of all 
opposition parties have called 


specifically (or the appoint¬ 
ment of an auditoi'-genei^ as 
a watchdog on public spend¬ 
ing. 

Bennett, in I'elaxed mood, 
asked delegates to be careful 
in their deliberation of resolu¬ 
tions during the two conven¬ 
tions. "Don’t pass any resolu¬ 
tions or make any promises 
we can't keep.” he said.' 
'*\Ve’\e had enough broken 
promises from Mr. Barrett.” 

Bennett reminded the audi¬

Compilers Norris and Ross MeWhirter said

selling non-fiction work of all time except the bible. 

The annual compilation of the world’s most 
useless facts, firet published in 1935, now has sold 
23,916,000 ccqjies, the McWhiiter twins said.

Midget galaxy 
^netv \ neighbor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An asU'onomer Fri¬ 
day iieported the discovei-y of a dwarf galaxy 
nicknamed Snlckm that appeal's to be thi'ee times 
closer to our milky way than the previously-known 
nearest galaxy. 

Dr. S. Christian Simonson in of the Univer¬ 
sity of Marjdand said the new galaxy is approach¬ 
ing the Milky Way, the gtdaxy of which the solar 
system Is part, in a great oi-bit of the type comets 
follow around the sun. 

Simonson estimated the new galaxy, tiny 
compared to the Milky Way, is about 55,000 light 
years away. A light year, about six trillion miles, 
is the distance it takes light to travd through 
space in one year at the speed of 186,000 miles a 
second. 

Until now, the neai'est galaxies were thought 
to be the Magellanic clouds, a pair of galaxies 
180,000 and 205,0(X) light yeai-s away. 

The tremendous. gravitational forces of the 
Milky Way have begun to tear the little galaxy 
apart. ' 

The new g^axy had not been seen before be¬ 
cause it was hidden from view behind dense star 
fields and dust clouds of the Milky Way.

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Hit syndicate’s big bosses, 
Vickers tells crimefighters

British Columbia'^ deputy 
attomey-Reneral told Jienior 
crimefighters Thursday to 
concentrate on the syndicate’s 
big bosses, not their victims. 

David Vickers, si)eaking at 
an RCMP^sponsorod luncheon 
for delegates to the three-day 
Pacific Northwest organized 
cMme seminar at The 
Empress, called for a de- 
emphasiieatiun on arresting 
what he described aa “equal- 
op|x>rlunity” criminals and 
concentration on organized 
crime and s>'ndicaies. 

Vickers, chairman of the 
Co-ordinated I^w Enforce¬ 
ment Unit's policy board, said 
CLEU wasn.'t into tl>e buy- 
and-bust- game, saying that 
technique was aimed at the 
wixMig level of criminal. 

Lie l)rr)ke criminals into four 
classes: TTie mentally dis¬ 


turbed. the impaired drivers 
(30 per cent of all B.C. of¬ 
fences fall into this category), 
the equal opportunity ortminel 
and the syndicate. 

The medical profession. 
Vickers said, could help the 
mentally disturbed criminal, 
while stricter enforcement 
and better education could at¬ 
tack the impaired law¬ 
breakers. 

He urged those who attend¬ 
ed the conference to follow 
CLEU’s lead and mount a 
massive attack on the upper 
echelon. 

Those in the equal opportu¬ 
nity class included prostitutes 
and native Indians, Vickers 
explained. 

Tie said CLEU began two 
and a half yeatu ago at a time 
when crime in Canada was at 
a peak with forecasts of dou¬ 
bling the rale in the next 
eigtit years, when the number 
of police oflicers was low and 


wtien oourt facilities wete in 
an appalling state. 

“1 don't want to pretend 
that in two and a half years 
all the problems are gone ^ 
they’re not." Vickers stated. 

"We had an enormous task, 
one in which we couldn't fail. 
There was no way we could 
wave a magic wand. We 
began to plan and to develop 
our program in a co-ordinated 
way. If we made any clever 
moves at all, we realized it 
was a system, a need to work 
as a team." 

He said the Joint Forces 
Operation, a drug investiga¬ 
tive unit comprised of RCMP 
and Vancouver city pctlice of¬ 
ficers. was an early example 
of teamwork. 

"They were In a co-opera¬ 
tive spirit, one of strength on 
which to txiild." 

"In the final analyiiis." 
Vickers said in reference to 
CUCU’s beginnings. "You 


have to have a doer in the 
crowd." 

He said that man was Dr. 
Malcolm Mathesun, director 
of CLEU's policy anai^’sis di¬ 
vision and one of the head- 
table guests. 

Vickers outlined the four di- 
vislons which compose 
CLEU: the policy board, 
investigative arm. legal divi¬ 
sion and policy analysis divi¬ 
sion. 

Together, Vickers said, the 
components of CLEU have ac¬ 
complished results, and he 
listed five of them. 

0 Develop cooperation 
and co-ordination among 
three levels of gos'emmwu -r 
federal, provincial and munic¬ 
ipal. 

• Develop co-operation 
and co-ordination of |X)lice 
and regulatory agencies. 

0 Effect integration of in¬ 
telligence units. 


' 0 Develop training 
courses. 

• Improve informal, day- 
today communications. 

"There’s a better aware¬ 
ness and better understanding 
of each other’s roles," 
Vickers said. "We can ail be 
proud in B.C. of tlx^e re¬ 
sults." 

Crime respects no national 
or international boundaries, 
and some strategy should be 
developed to combat that, he 
said.

Socreds pledge auditor-general

VANCOUVER —• An om¬ 
budsman and an audltoi'- 
general wiU be •p¥>ointed at 
' the first session of the Legis¬ 
lature if Social Credit is re¬ 
turned to power at the next 
election. 

Party leader William Ben¬ 
nett made that pledge FViday 
during his opening address to 
more than 2,000 delegates at 


the annual Social Credit con¬ 
vention. 

In a free-wheeling attack on 
the Barrett N D P adminis¬ 
tration Bennett said the main 
thrust of the Socred campaign 
would be on the "reinti^uc- 
tion of individual rights” to 
British Columbia. 

Twq things essential to that- 
aim. he said, would be a more 
positive bill of rights for B.C. 
with an ombudsman appoint¬ 
ed “to protect people from big 
government” and the appoint¬ 


ment of an auditor-general 
"to make sure that govern¬ 
ment miMiey is spent wisely 
with every dollar accounted 
for.” 

After hie speech Bennett 
was asked how goon after an 
election he would make the 
moves. “At the first sesidon of 
the Legislature following our 
election.” he said. "The a[v 
pointments would be made 
immediately.” 

In the past, members of all 
opposition parties have called 


specifically for the appoint¬ 
ment ol an auditor-general as 
a watchdog on public ^pend- 
ing. 

Bennett, in relaxed mood, 
asked delegates to be careful 
In their deliberation of resolu¬ 
tions during the two*day con¬ 
tention. "Don’t pass any reso¬ 
lutions or make any promises 
we can’t keep.” he said. 
“We've had enough broken 
promises from Mr. Barrett.” 

Bennett reminded the audi¬ 
ence that before the 1972 elec¬ 


tion one of the NDP prQmises 
u'as goveinment insurance for 
cars at 925. “We didn't get 
that," he said. "But he did 
keep one promise when he 
founded IC^'. He promised 
us then that it would be a non- 
firofit organizotion and it 
sure has.’’ 

The Social Credit leader 
forecast that Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of B.C. losses this 
year would top the 9100 mil¬ 
lion mark.

Guinness books 
its own record 

' LONDON (UPI) — The newest world record 
listed in the Guinness Book of Records is the Guin¬ 
ness Book of Records. 

Compilers Norris and Ross MeWhirter said 
Friday the book of superlatives is now the best 
selling non-fiction work of all time except the Bible. 

The annual compilation of the world’s most 
useless facts, first published in 1955, now has sold 
23,916,000 copies, the MeWhirter twins said. 

The newest edition is stuffed with dubious 
world records, like that held by the park ranger in 
Virginia who has been hit by lightning a record five 
times, lasing a big toe and his eyebrows and having 
his hair set on fire twice in the process.

“A minimum of 25 j>er cent 
would enable us ' to admit 
those 500 people turned away 
last year and an e.vtra 20 per 
cent would let us develop a 
dozen new programs that are 
needed badly.” 

'ITie minister said some col¬ 
leges may get more and some 
Jess, but that the totai amount 
ol money available lor com¬ 
munity colleges ne.xt year will 
be 15 per cent more than this 
year. 

This is the real worry, ac¬ 
cording to a s[>oke8man for 
Malaspina College, Nanaimo. 

“If we get 15 per cent we 
can manage, but it’s if we gel 
less ^ In trouble.”

Policeman 
wounded 
in Irish 
siege 

MONA.STEREVIN. Iroland 
(UPH — One of the kJi^ap- 
pers of Dutch businessman 
Tiede Herrema Friday shot 
and wounded a plainclothes 
policeman froth the window of 
the upstairs bedroom whore 
they have been holding Her¬ 
rema for 11 days, iwlice 
sources said. 

The injured detective was 
* rushed to hospital in an am¬ 
bulance which bad been 
standing by throughout the 
siege of the two-storey house 
where police cornered the kid¬ 
nappers and their hostage 
Oct. 21. ♦ 

It was not immediately 
clear which of the kidnappers 
Eddie GaJlagher. 27. or 
Marian Coyle. 19 -- fired the 
single shot from behind the 
heavily-curtained window. 

The sources said the detec¬ 
tive apparently was shot in 
the hand and not seriously in¬ 
jured. The incident came 
when two detectives climbed 
a ladder outside the rear win¬ 
dow of the bedroom and at¬ 
tempted to fij^some steel ob- 
.ect to it. 

Before the violence, it ap¬ 
peared Gallagher and Coyle, 
both renegades from the out¬ 
lawed Ir'sh Republican Army, 
were making moves toward 
ending the long-running siege. 

They called in t^vo Dublin 
la>vyers for legal 8d\lce on 
what penalties they would 
face If they surrendered and 
released their h')stage. now a 
full month in captivity. 

Lawyer Seamus Sorohon, 
however, gave no indication 
he had persuaded them to ca¬ 
pitulate. 

Miss Coyle is believed to be 
the chief stumbling block to 
ending the drawn-out kidnap 
drama. 


Lalonde said critics who 
blame inflation on his depart¬ 
ment's programs are wrong. 

"One would think to hear 
these critics thalt our whole 
reason for existence is to 
spend money,” said Lalonde. 
"Ttiat is nemsense. It is to 
deliver programs like medi¬ 
care, social services, hospital 
insunmee, old age pensions 
and social assistance l^nefits. 

“These programs are a 
vital part of die fabric of Ca¬ 
nadian life ... to expect mas¬ 
sive cutbacks, or even cut¬ 
backs at ail in those areas is 
unrealistic and irresponsiblb.” 

He said the federal anti- 
inflation program, while 
mostly voluntary at present, 
win be strengthened if busi¬ 
nessmen and union leaders 
try to step around the guide¬ 
lines. 

"If the program does not 
work in its present form, the 
federal government will have 
no choice but to introduce 
much stronger measures.“ he 
said. “We do not want to do 
so, but if we must we will.” 

The more militant trade 
union opponents to the federal 
piogram should look at what 
is happening in 'Britain, La¬ 
londe said, wheie the British 
Ijibor government's wage 
controls had restiltf^ed collec¬ 
tive bargaining. 

“What is true in Britain is 
no !e.s8 true here,” he said. 
“We will not achieve orderly 
social progress if we all par¬ 
ticipate in a great inflationary 
grab for more money.”

Midget galaxy 
‘new’ neighbor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An astronomer Fri¬ 
day reported the discovery of a dwarf galaxy 
nicknamed Snickers that appears to be three times 
doser to our Milky Way than the previously.lmown 
nearest galaxy. 

Dr. S. Christian Simonson IH of the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland said the new galaxy is approach¬ 
ing the Milky Way, the galaxy of which the solar 
system is part, in a gi-eat orbit of the type comets 
follow around the sun. 

Simonson estimated the new galaxy, tiny 
compared to the Milky Way, is at^t 55,000 light 
yeai's away. A light year, about six trillion miles, 
is the distance it takes light to travel Uirough 
space in one year at the speed of 186,000 miles a 
second. 

Until now, the nearest galaxies were thought 
to be the Magellanic clouds, a pair of galaxies 
180,000 and 205,000 light yeai's away. 

The ti-emendous gravitational forces of the 
Milky Way have begun to tear the little galaxy 
apart. 

Tile new galaxy had not been seen before be¬ 
cause it was hidden from view behind dense star 
fields and dust clouds of the Milky Way.

Although spokesmen for 
both skies said they are an.x- 
iou#- to reach a settlement to 
the stril^o by the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers, they 
think a weekend away from 
the bargaining table will be 
beneficial. The strike now is 
in its 12th day.

Ondination for women in the 
Anglican Church of Canada 
could be one step closer fol¬ 
lowing action taken Friday af¬ 
ternoon by the House of Bish¬ 
ops in session at Winnipeg. 

Tbxt tof the resolution 
passed Friday reads as fol¬ 
lows; 

•"nils House of Bishops re¬ 
affirms a collegial commit¬ 
ment to the principle and im¬ 
plementation of the ordination 
of women to the presbyterate, 
while not pretending to una¬ 
nimity and therefore sui^xnts 
the desire and intention of 
those bislK^s who. after due 
consultation with their dio¬ 
ceses, determine to ordain 
qualified women to the pres¬ 
byterate. 

“Further, the house re¬ 
quests the Primate to inform 
the otoer Primates of the 
Anglican communion of this 
resolution to seek their re¬ 
sponse to it and report to the 
house by February, 1976; that 
he inform other communions . 
of our intention. 

“This house agrees that if 
the response is not over¬ 
whelmingly negative, bishops 
are free to proceed to the or-' 
dination of women to the pres- 
byteratc after November, 
1976. 

“In any case we intend to 
present our case. reasOTably 
and urgently, to the Lambeth 


conference of 1978, or accept¬ 
able alternative, and thereaf¬ 
ter to proceed to full imple¬ 
mentation.” 

Discussing the use of the 
word presbyterate instead of - 
priesthood, Anglican Canon 
Hilary Butler of Victoria said 
he could not say why the word 
W'as chosen. 

But he explained that the 
word came into use in negoti¬ 
ations for the plan of union, 
now discaided, wdiich Angli¬ 
cans, United Church and Dis¬ 
ciples of Christ were consider¬ 
ing. 

“The description ’priest’ 
was avoided in the jrian ci 
uniwi, ’ Butler said, “and the 


term 'presbyterate' was not 
objected to by Anglicans. 

The word 'presbyter’ comes 
from the Greek word for 
'elder.’ Butler said. 

" At present ^p^men can be 
ordained deaconesses in the 
Anglican Church but ordina- 
ti(»i to the priesthood still is 
not allowed. 

Ruth Scott of Victoria, 
former principal of Anglican 
Women’s Training College, 
Toronto and a deaconess, 
brought the motion for com¬ 
plete ordmation to the Gener¬ 
al Synod of the Anglican 
Church in Regina in 1973 and 
again this year in 1975. She 
was out of town FYiday.

‘ Wood‘hewers, not money-gatherers^ 


Mills sought for Comox region

Officers' of the Comax- 
Strathcona Regi<Hi Bc«rd 
would like to see more locals 
control of the fenestry in¬ 
dustry in^heir area. 

They told that Friday to Dr. 
Peter Pearse, who wound up 
Victoria sessions of the Royal 
Commission on Forest Re¬ 
sources in B.C. 

Both regional chairman Ron 
Ellis and director Harry 
McQuillan told toe commis¬ 
sioner that such a develop¬ 
ment could result in the es¬ 
tablishment of more major 
sawmills in their district. 

The regional board 
members also expressed the 
view that If more industry 
was attracted, the Esqulmalt 
and Nanaimo Railway would 
quickly r^ir two bridges 


and re-establish its line from 
north of Parksville to handle 
the resulting f^e^{ht. 

The two were joined at the 
witness table 1^ forestry coi>- 
sultant Archie . Byers, a 
member of the board's eco- 
nornlo devek^ment commis¬ 
sion, 

“We’re the hewers of wood 
in our area, but not the gath¬ 
erers of money,” McQuillan 
said. “In my lifetime I’ve 
seen billions of feet of logs 
removed and very little left 
behind.” 

McQuillan, a retired logger 
who by coincidence appeared 
before the lirst Sloan f^stry 
commission in 1945, related 
later how odd it was to see 
logs from his area being 
hauled to toe mainland for 


processing and Own Zeller- 
bach bringing chi(>8 from the 
Interior by rail and barge to 
the Elk^ Falls pulp mill near 
Campbell River. 

He was of the opinion that 
the establishment of major 
sawmills in the region would 
provide an ample chip supply 
for the Elk Falls operation. , 

Byers also said later that he 
thought a proper chipping 
operation set up near alder 
stands of the Sayward forest 
area vrould provide a useful 
sui^ly of chips il^pulp mills 
would acquire the tech¬ 
nological expertise to incorpo¬ 
rate the hardwood mix. 

Ellis, when asked for his 
view on the matter by Pearse. 
said that yes, he felt that a 
regkmal board would be a 
proper base for administering 
some of the forestry problems 


of an area. He added that it 
certainly would be a suitable 
vehicle for local input. 

McQuillan pointed out that 
one of the problems in his 
area was that sometimes toe 
agricultural land base con¬ 
flicted with the forest land 
base. In other words, some of 
it would be better reclassified 
as forest and that the reverse 
situation was alw true. 

llie Coastal Reforestation 
Board led off the day's sitting 
with a brief that outlined the 
importance of maintaining a 
proper pr«>gram of tree plant¬ 
ing and after-planting mainte¬ 
nance. 

The board then ixanted out 
how this imixiriant {^ase of 
forest management has to be 
related to any discussion in 
changes in tenure, one of the 


principal concerns of the com¬ 
mission. 

The reforestation board is a 
group of foresters in govei*n- 
ment and industry, their 
spokt^sman Bruce Devitt ex¬ 
plained. He said it has no of¬ 
ficial status but meets twice a 
year and conducts field trips 
for its members to swap 
metlKxls. 

The final submission in the 
eight days of hearings in Vic¬ 
toria w as made by private cit¬ 
izen Maurice Ayej*s. As with 
others who have appeared as 
individuals. Pearse lauded 
Ayers for his submission, then 
went fully into its details. 

Pearse challenged Ayers on 
many points. One of them 
cxincemed the budget for 
forest. management in the 
province wWch Ayers believes 
should be an assured amount, 


not subject to debate in the 
legislative process. 

Ayers contended the exigen¬ 
cies of the situation are such 
and the need for on-going 
vlunds in forestry is so great 
that that should be the over¬ 
riding consideration. 

“We must spend money 
today to enhance the needs of 
tomorrow,” Ayers said. 

Pearse pointed out that 
other interests in the province 
such as universities could 
make a similar claim but still 
must have their funds ap¬ 
proved by the legislature. 

The commission will recon¬ 
vene in Vancouver Nov. 12 to 
hear the last batch of submis¬ 
sions — about 100. To date it 
has heard 124 all over the rest 
oi the province. 

Pearse’s recommendations 
could be ready six months 
later.

Man Alive Begins Its Ninth Season 


The first program in the 
CJBOTV Man Alive series nc^v 
seasMi is People of the Sacred 
C^le to be telecast mi Mon¬ 
day'. Nov. 3 at 10:30 p.m. 

Where the Bow River 
snakes its way to the edge of 
the Rocky Mountains, near 
the resort town of Banff, 
mofe than 1,500 Indians and a 
handful of- whites gathered 
this summer for the Indian 
Ecumenical Conference. They 
came to find out about ttic 
heritage of this continent’s 
original inhabitant.s. 

The conference has taken 


filacq at tlie Morley IntiSan 
Reserve for the past six 
yeare, but this year w'as the 
first time a film crew from 
Man Alive w'as allowed to 
record some of the activities 
during the .seven-day gather¬ 
ing. TTie presence of the Man 
Alive film unit at tlie confer¬ 
ence drew dark glances and, 
for some of the medicine 
men, was a total invasion by 
the white man of a purely na¬ 
tive event. Some people left 
early, pointing to the clouds 
hanging over the mountains 


and the rain as a sign of the 
creator's displeasure at hav¬ 
ing a sacred fire filmed. _ 
The gathering wras a reli¬ 
gious event, but had nothing 
to do with church union. Oee 
and Nava.k>, O.iibwa and 
Apache, Slavey and Ute — In¬ 
dians from all over North 
America gatliered to reflect 
and learn again from their 
elders ab<>ut their .traditional 
religion, their language and 
their culture. For young In¬ 
dians who are casting about 
for their own identitj’, tor 


their own religious direclioh 
and their own spiritual devel¬ 
opment, this gathering gave 
them strength and direction 
for their survival as a unique 
and special race. 

Although most of the sacred 
events could not be filmed. 
People of the .Sacred Circle 
records some special activi¬ 
ties during the conference — 
lighting the sacred fire by a 
Nava.io medicine man* a buf¬ 
falo hunt, and the final pow¬ 
wow of the week-kmg gather¬ 
ing.

The Pankhursts—A Remarkable Family

(NYT)—The effect of indi- 
vidual personalities on the 
J course of movements for so- 
^ cial change is a subject of fas- 
cinating speculation. In 
V Shoulder to Shoulder, the six- 
part BBC Masterpiece The¬ 
ater series currently airing 
Sunday ni^ts at 9 P.M. on 
' Channel 9, the turbulent lives 
■*. of the remarkable Pankhursts 
' —Mothei' Emmeline, daugh* 
ters Christabel and Sylvia— 

- are dramatized and analyzed

; image against the backdrop of 
' class-bound Edwardian Eng- 
' land.

; should find authentic dramat¬ 
ic expression within one fami¬ 
ly unit.

I through I suspect that their 
I mildly Marxist (Hrientation 

I nudged them »n the direction 
of greater sympathy for Syl¬ 
via and her ceaseless devotion 
to fhampioning the underdog, 
they did not shrink from one 
important historic fact. 

The Lancasbii^ miligirls, 
Annie and Jessie Kenney, true 
workingclass heroines, were 
found not by Sylvia but by 
Christabel and thrust by her 
into movement leadership. In 
turn, the Kenney sisters' loy¬ 
alty- to Mrs. Pankhurst and 
Miss C. never wavered. This 


The Pankhursts were extrem¬ 
ists of stellar magnitude. A 
sense of theater and a sense 
of divine mission motivated 
their every action. 

Today we have the Pank¬ 
hursts. and Stanton, Anthony 
and Stone, for role models; 
they, unfortunately, 'h^d to 
look to Joan Arc. It's a lot 
easier to be a feminist in 1975, 
for today we know there arc 
glorious precedents. 

Talking about precedents, 
and antecedents, my one 
serious quarrel with Shoulder 
to Shoulder concerns the por¬ 
trayal of Mother Emmeline 
herself, who is presented In 
the early episodes as a fa- 
shion-conseious flibbertigibbet 
who was radicalized hy her 
ambitious favorite daughter 

Not truel Elegant Mother 
Emmeline had always been a 
movement trooper. A book 
version of Shoulder to 
.Shoulder, pure documentary 
and published by Knopf simul¬ 
taneously with the television 
series, makes this abundantly 
clear, ^n fact, the book ver¬ 
sion is an indispensable aide 
for those who may well be 
confused by the rifts, splits 
and' purges that pjagued the 


British suffrage movement in 
its day, end that clearly 
plagued the present-day BBC 
dramatists who needed to 
simplify, simplify, simplify in 
order to satisfy the demands 
of their medium. 

Mother Emmeline was dy- 
-namite. In hei* first speech to 
American fepiinists at Car¬ 
negie Hall (this is from the 
book), she began, “I am what 
you call a hooligan.'* ^\'hat 
beautiful words from the lips 
of a lady. 

For the record, after a life¬ 
time of militance, Mrs. ESn- 
meline Pankhurst joined the 
Conservative party in her dot¬ 
age. Daughter Christabel, the 


charismatic stirategist, ran for 
Parliament, lost and eventual¬ 
ly settled in the United States, 
where she announced her be¬ 
lief in the Second Coming of 
Christ. 

Daughter Sylvia stuck to 
her workingclass constitu¬ 
ency. was a pacifist in World 
War I, allied herself publicly 
with the Irish and Soviet revo¬ 
lutions and lived out her jast 
days in colonial Africa, cam¬ 
paigning for independence 
and tending to her social work 
missions. .She died at her 
home in Addis Ababa in 1960. 
His Imperial Majesty, the 
Emperor Haile Selassie at¬ 
tended her funeral.

went on the English stage. 
She loves the part of Rose,

Bom in Islington, north 
Umdon. in the inid-19508, she 
has childhood memories of 
the bombing raids of World 
War II.

For Man Blnng Custom, the 
November 5 at 8:00 p.m. show 
(rebroadcast November 9 at 
6:00 p.m. with daptions for 
the hearing impaired), the 
same river had to be crossed 
26 times with rojies in order 
to reach Yabgitas in the New 
Hebrides in the Southwest Pa¬ 
cific. There. the small 
Nambas tribe lives in almost 
complete isolation.

In order for Atten¬ 
borough to be able to enter 
tabro areas, he wris told (in 
pegion English): "All ting 
blong white man no gtxxl. You 
put on ting blong custom." 

AttenbcmHigh describes 
what happened next: “I 
went into this hut and knew 
with dread that when I come 
out naked except for a wet 
bark cloth around my loins, 
those cameramen were g ang 
^to .be fUmiog. I realized I | 
*\vou]d have to walk mK. per¬ 
spiring and pallid, and l^k- 
like something that had 
crawled out from under a 
nx:k. I had to remember to 
pull in my stomach, look cas¬ 
ual and try to. pn-tend that 
this was the sort of thing I 
always did. Then, .when 1 
stepfied out of the hut into the 
blazing sunlight. I put my foot 
down on a carpet of black 
pebbles that were griddle hot 
. . . But our hosts were kind. 
They knew I was in pain. And 
they kept picking up leaves 
and putting them on the i>eb- 
bles in front of me .so at least 
as I walked on, I had protec¬ 
tion." 

rheir next , adventure 
Woven Gardens on November

finding a tribe on migration. 
Their arrangements with a 
tribe of Persian rug weavers 
fell through. vAhen the group 
started their wanderings ear¬ 
lier than exfiected.

Eventually, they followed 
the Qa.shqa'i rugmakers from

The Qash- 
qa'i were totally unself-cons¬ 
cious, and made fierfect sub¬ 
jects for the film.
